Ks Fy 
ot obſerving whereof, upon ſs manife#t and plain a publ:ſh- 
itg, what ſbal it elſe but note unto dhe then if wor ſt 
mark, whether we reſpeũ their conſcience towards God, or 
their vertaom _—_ atirn in a Chriftian Commonnealth2. 
And if all Laws eſtabliſbed by lan ful authority, not repug- 
ning the Laws of God, are to be imbraced by Chriftian fl. 
jedds in 8 conſctonable obedience : by what excuſe then do- 
they think to wind out from the deſert of ſuch diſobedience, 
— contrarieth both Gods and Mans Laws at once ? 
Of which nature theſe are, that command the true obſerva- 
tron of the weight and meaſure between man and man, In 
the Book of Leviticus, thus we read: You ſhall not do 
unjuſtly, in judgement, in line, weight ot meaſure -- 
you (ball have jaſt balances and true weights. 7p 
the Book of Deut. thus: Thou ſhall not have in thy bag 
two manner of weights, a great and a ſmall, neither: 
ſhalr thou have in thy houſe divers meaſures; a great 
and a {ma!] ; but thou ſhalt have a right and juſt 
weight, a perfeR and a juſt meaſure ſhale chou have. 
Again in the Proverbs, Falſe balances are an abomina- 
tion unto the Lord, but a perfect weight pleaſeth 
him, Alſo in the frft Epifile is the Theſalonians thus it

thing, (as every one doth that uſetu falſe weights or ma- 
Lures) for the Lord:is a-revenger of ſuch things. By 
all which places, ana many others that might be cited out of 
ſacred Scriptures, it appeareth bow. ſpecially this uprioht= 
neſs tn the uſe of weight and meaſure bath ever been en- 
Jozned by God himſelf for a continual practice among his 
people: ana therefore moſt ſhameleſs are they before men, 
and no leſs deſperate in deſpiſiag the revengirg hand of 
God, who beſi des the penalties provided by civil authority 
for the halding them in awe, dare ge on in ſo manifeſt con- 
tempt of his ſo fearful threats. Leaving therefore theſe 
Deſpiſers ta the diſpoſing hand of the Almighty, either in 
mercy to amen d them, or in juſlice to condemn them, 1 
commena this little Pamphlet ( ſbrowded under Gods and 
j Countries Laws) to the reading and regarding of the 
common, yet more conſcionable ſort of ſubjefts in the ſame, 
As unto whoſe uſual trades ( landing for the moſt part up · 
on weight and meaſure) the prafiice thereof moſt properly 
appertaineth, and for whoſe ſakes I have ſatufied- my well 
meaning, in delrvering them the truth rather homely than 
handſom:ly. Like as their following the ſ ame ought to be 
in a plain true dealing, and not in 4 crafty ſubtile decete 
wing: which being the fruit that T hope will enſue my
